ARMORIES FOR RED DEER 


Government to Erect Creditable Headquarters for 35th 
Central Alberta Horse This Year 


Last Saturday morning W. J. 
Botterill received a telegram from 
Edward Michcn2r, M.P.P., who was 
thm at Ottawa, which contained an 
announcemcnt of the first importance 
to our city. It was to the effect 
that the plans for a new post office 
bui:ding were accepted in their en- 
tirety, that is, with all improve- 
ments suggested, which will mean a 
building costimz about one hundred 
thousand dollars; and also that a 
creditable regimental armory would 
be built for the 35th Centra! Alberta 
Horse at Red Deer this year. The 
action of the government at Ottawa 
is a recognition of the place Red Deer 
has already won among the cities of 
Alberta, and makes the city the 
centre of an extended arca ina very 
important phase of our national 
life—the military. 

Mr. Michener and Capt. J. C. 
Moore have been working together 
to this end for some time past. 
Last Thursday Capt. Moore appear- 
ed before the City Council and had 
an easy task to perform in persuad- 
ing the Council to pass a resolution 
granting a free site for armories on 
the city square, the only proviso 
bcing that the structure skould be 
such as would fit in appropriately 
with the civic centre scheme. That 
same night the contents of th: Coun- 
cil’s resolution were telegraphed ° to 
Mr. Michener, and on Saturday mor- 
ning the good news of the Govern- 
ment's decision was known in Red 
Deer. The citizens ought to feel 
very much gratified that their repre- 
sentatives in Legislature and Coun- 
clare quick to realise the advan- 
taze of seizing such opportunities, 
and are capable of combined, har- 
monious action which gets results. 

The exact plans of the building 
are not yet known, but it is safe 
to say that it will be a eredit‘ to 
the government and an ornament to 
the city. Its erection during this 
year will mean the expenditure of a 
considerable sum of money and the 
employment of a good deal of labor 
in the city, which of themselves are 
chjects to be desired in the present 
financial depression ; and when com- 
pleted, outside of the military  sig- 
nificance of the building, it will be 
of advantage to the public in gener- 
al, as probably being available on 
proper occasions for public gather- 
imes requiring larger accommodation 
than any building in the city now 


The military significance of the 
armory naturally ,constitutes its chief 
importance, and a brief history of 
the militia im Red Deer will show 


the rapid development which has 
taken place. About siw or seven 
years ago Red Deer first sent a 
troop (about sixteen men) to camp 
at Calgary as part of the 15th 
Light Horse. In 1910 an Independ- 
ent Squadron (four troops or 
seventy.four men iny all) was author- 
ized at Pine Lake, and last year, 
1912, both of these’ squadrons went 
to camp very nearly full strength. 
Karly in this year a new squadron 
was organized at Ndetaskiwin, and 
at the same time the three squad- 
rons were constituted g new regi- 
mnt of cavalry under the name of 
th: 35th C.ntral Alberta Horse, with 
headquarters at Red Deer, and the 
squadrons are designated ‘‘A,’’ “B” 
and ‘‘C’’ jn the order injwhich ‘they 
are mentioned above. 

Th: development outlined above 
appears very satisfactory on the sur- 
face, but the truch is that Red Deer 
will have to do better in.a military 
way in the future thon it has in 
the past if it wishes to justify ‘its 
designation as regimental headquar- 
ters. In 1911 omly one troop of 
seventcen men went'to camp from 
the Red Deer and Pine Lake squad- 
rons comMdined, and last year the Red 
Deer. squadron drew largely on Alix 
and even as far afield as Coronation. 
This year the authorized strength of 
the squadron has been increased from 
74+ to 98, which will make it prob- 
ably the largest squadron in the Cal- 
gary camp, if fully enlisted. The 
Coronation troops have heen drop- 
ped, Alix Will furnish perhaps 35 or 
49 men, and Red Detr ‘will have ‘to 
supply about 60 men and horses or 
fail to “make good.’’ The officers 
of the squadron are on the 
look-out for good men to go to 
camp at Calgary, which will be held 
this year from the 17th to the 28th 
of June. The pay ranges from 75 
cents to $1.25 per day, with an ad- 
ditional allowance of $1.25 per day 
for each horse, and everything found. 
The officers, we understand, com- 
plain of a lack of interest among 
the young min, who are admirably 
fitted to undergo military training, 
and who ought to consider the op- 
portunity of going to camp not only 
as a duty to their country, but as 
a privilege ; and the training of 
soldier has an educational 
which makes it well worth any young 
man’s while. There is: the further 
complaint also that the employees 
of young men in the city are very 
loath to let them away from their 
“jobs’’ in order to go to camp. 
They are not sufficiently patriotic to 
put up with a little inconvenience for

_ the becessary twelve days’ absenee 
of the man, or to take the trouble 
of making other temporary arrange- 
ments, in order to let the young man 
have the opportunity of 
something that may some day stand 
him and his country, his employer 
included, in good stead, should we 
happcn upon strenuous times in de- 
fence of the Dominion or Empire. 
The employer or parent who encour- 
ages a young man to go to: camp 
will in nine cases out of ten find 
him more efficiint upon his return. 

“It is to be hoped that this year 
employers, parents and young men 
will all realize that the credit of the 
city and district is at stake, and 
will co-operate to justify the confi- 
dence which the Government has 
placed in our loyalty,. our manliness, 
and our ability to ‘‘deliver the 
gocds.’’ There is no part of Cana- 
da better able to raise and support 
an efficient squadron of cavalry than 


the Red Deer district. We have 
plen.y of young men of splendid 


physique and lots of horses well 
adapted to the work. 

At present the squadron is being 
re-organized by Capt. Moore, who 
succeeded to the command of the 
squadron upon the resignation — of 
Major H. L. Gactz, and now is the 
time to enlist (for a period of three 
years) in order to obtain seniority 
and get in line for appointments as 
non-commissioned officers. When the 
new armories are finished, they will 
afford the members of the squadron 
many facilities for healthy exercise 


and amusement denicd the outsider, |

Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader,

homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister.

‘typhoid fever, it may be muntioned 
the statistics of ten large 
European cities, whose water supply 
is drawn from pure mountain lakes 
and streams, showed a death rate 
very much lower than that of a 
large number of American cities. 
Therefore, we must not be content 
with disposing of our waste, but we 


you have no chickens or your neigh-; must also take precaution lest by 


carelessness we imperil our own or 
our fellowcitizen’s health and per- 
haps life, as well. 


HOUSE FLIES AND DISEASE. 


You may escape if you are careful, 
the diseases which trouble your neigh- 
bors, and you may be healthy if you 
are watchful, even where your com- 
munity suffers ; but you, may breed 
on your own premises enemies which 
will carry the germs of disease, and 
accomplish the ruin of your family. 

Foremost among these domestic 
foes are the fly and the mosquito— 
ancicnt companions of man, whose 
dangerous presence has:only been ap- 
preciated in recent years. Of old it 
was supposed by most people that 
the fly and mosquito were trouble- 
some pests, and no more. 

But scrence has demonstrated in 
recent years that these insects are 
among the most dangefous foes of 
food health, and act as carriers of 
disease from which we suffer severe. 
ly every year. The mosquito, for ex- 
ample, has been found to cary the 
germs of malaria, and of that fear- 
ful scourge of the southern climes, 
yellow fever. : 

The common house fly has been de- 
nounced as ‘‘the deadliest animal 
alive’ and at his door has been laid 
an alarming amount of sickness. 

Although the verification of the 
belief that the commonest, most 
widely distributed and truly domes- 
tic of insects, Musca domestica Linn, 
was capable of carrying the germs 
of certain infectious diseases, has 
been one of the noteworthy accom- 
plishments of medical science in the 
last decade, it is a mistake to at- 
tach all the credit to those who, 
within the last few years, have re- 
moved the idea from the realms of 
hypothesis into the world of facts. 

Prof. Wm. A. Riley called atten- 
tion to the fact in 1910 that we are 
only now putting to the test the 
theory of Kircher, propounded and 
published in Rome in 1658 that flies 
play an important part in the! trans-. 
mission of disease. He wrotc as fol- 
ows: “There can be no doubt that 
flies feed on the internal secretions 
of th: diseased*and dying, thn fly- 
ing away, they deposit their seere- 
tions on the food in neighboring 
dwellings, and persons who eat it 
are thus infected. 

It is said also that a celebrated 
Italian physician, by name Mereur- 
ialis, who lived from 1530 to 1607, 
held to tke same theory. 

In the seventeenth century Syden- 
ham associated unhealthy, conditions 
with flies. Lord Avebury, in 1871, 
regarded flies aS ‘‘winged sponges 
spreading hither and thither to carry 
out the foul behests of contagion.” 

Raimbert, in 1869, experimentally 
proved that the house fly and blow 
fly were able to transmit — the 
anthrax bacillus. 

Laveran in 1880 demonstrated the 
ability of the fly to carry the infec- 
tious discharge of conjunctivitis in 
Egypt on their proboscides and legs. 

In 1886, Lizzom and Cattani  ob- 
tained the cholera spirillum from flies 
caught in cholera wards. 

In the same year Hafiman found 
tubercle bacilli in the excreta of flies 


caught in a room which had __ pre- 
viously contained a tuberculous 
Patient. 


Ia 1888, Celli showed that the 
typhoid bacillus was able to pass in 
a virulent condition through the di- 
gestive tract of the fly. 

The latest discovery of science is 
that it} has been demonstrated that 
the stable fly, Stomoxys Calcitraus 
L., is a carrier of infantile paral- 
ysis, that dread disease, the very 
name of which sends’ through — the 
mother’s heart a thrill of terror, 

] While the house fiy, an account of 


cannot bite, the stable fly, which re-| work in the most disastrous manner. 


sembles it so closely that only an 
entomologist could tell the  differ- 
ence, has mouth parts formed for 
piercing the skin. It breeds in cow 
manure, horse manure, and in warm 
decaying vegetable matter lke old 
straw and grass heaps. There are 
several species of flies which are 
commonly found in houses, but all 
the others are greatly dwarfcd in 
numbers by Musca domestica, or the 
common house fly. 

Piof. .L.. O. Howard says: “ In 
1900. [ made collections of flies in 
dining-rooms in different parts of 
the country, and out of a total of 
123,087 flies, 22,808 were Musca dom- 
estica, or about 98.8 per cent. of the 
whole number captured. 

He suggests that this insect shall 
in the future be termed the 
| ‘tyr hoid fly’’ in order to call direct 
‘attcntion to the danger of allowing 
it to continue to breed unchecked. 

The ‘‘tyyphoid fly’? does not breed 
in water as the mosquito does, but 
finds a conzcn’al breeding place in 


decaying vegetable matter, manure, 
garbage, rotting waste from the

kitchen, deeaying hay, 
potato peelings and 
paper, 

{t is estimated that from 85 to 
90 per cen . are bred in horse manure. 

Hence the necessity of having fly- 
proof manure pits and privy vaults, 
tightly closed garhage cans, and any 
waste, which cannot be immediately 
destroyed, well serecn:d or covered. 

If the constant breedinz of the fly 
eould be prevented, by leaving the 
female fly no place to lay her cggs, 
thn the fly nuisance would abate, 
and in proportion to our efforts to 
remove such danger spots will the 
hea'th of our families and our citi- 
zens be safeguarded. 

The average time from the laying 


of the eggs in the breeding — place 
vntil the development of the full 
grown fly is about ten days. The 


eggs hatch in from fourteen to 
twenty-four hours, producing the lar- 
val stage, which are commonly 
krown as maggots or worms. This 
stage lasts from five to seven’ days, 
depending largely upon moisture and 
temperature. At the cnd = 6r_ this 
period they seem to seal themselves 
within their skin, forming a hard 
case around them, and o’ten burying 
themselves in the soil. Th -v are now 
known as dupal, this sa ec lasting 
about five days, during which time 
the remarkable transforn'ation into 
a fly occurs, when they emerge from 
their shell in shape of an adult 
fly, and thus the metamorphoris 1s 
completed. 

The average female lays about 120 
eves, and in a temperate climate she 
lays 12 or 13 batches in a season. 

Naturally, insects that are bred 
and reared in filth, have filthy hab- 
its, and thus we find the common 
house fly feeds on the filth of the 
barnyard, the outside privy vault 
and decaying animal and vegetable 
matter, yet he also relishes most 
all kinds of food, particularly those 
containing sugar or milk, and. all 
kinds of meats. The odor of food in 
houses and stores, together with 
the warmth and protection afforded 
therein, attracts the fly, and he com- 
es laden with the noxious matter on 
which Le was last: feasting. The fly’s 
feet are covered with small pads 
wh'ch he uses to affix himself to the 
surface of any unstable object, to 
walk on the ceiling or to promenade 
on the wall. Moreover, the pads are 
covered with a sticky substance that 
adheres to whatever they — touch. 
When the fly moves he carries with 


him a small part of any soft = sub- 
stance on which he has been standl 
ing. This he deposits on the next 


surface he touches. Obviously, all 
that is necessary to make the fly a 
carrier of disease is that he come in 
contact with the germs of disease. 

The fly not only carries the germs 
of disease on his feet, but also on 
his body and appendazes, which are 
covered with hairs, and it has been 
found that a single fly-speck has con- 
tained 5000 tuberele bacilli when the 
fly fed an the sputum of a tuberculor 
patient. Tt has also been demon- 
strated that the germ of typhoid 
found in a fly speck has been able to 
give the disease for two weeks after 
it was deposited. In the same way 
other intestinal germ = diseases are 
carried by flies. The Asiatic cholera, 
Gysentery and infantile diarrhoea are 
also carried.

All must see the necessity of pro. 


tecting foods and food materials 
from flies, both in homes and in 
stores, or in fact wherever food is 
served or sold. 

Flies do not travel more than 
1500 feet, or roughly one quarter of 


a mile, from their breeding — place, 
hence the necessity of seeing that 
there is no rubbish deposited within 
that distance of your home and left 
unburied. It is invariably found, 
where actual investigation has been 
made, that the percentage of cases 
of diseases of an enteric nature is 
abnormally high in the neighborhood 
of public refuse grounds where rub- 
bish is allowed to accumulate. 
Chloride of lime, pyroligneous acid, 
or kerosene, should be poured over 
any refuse which must for a time be 
exposed. These will destroy the 
germs of disease and the larvae. of 


the fly in a measure, but the — only 
safe way is to carefully cover or 
screen any such waste so that flies 


cannot reach it, and either burn or 
bury it at the earliest possible time. 

All windows and doors should be 
carefully sereened. If the expense 
of regular fly screens cannot be met, 
the wire netting may be pureliased 
and fitted directly to the sashes, or, 
even less expensive still, a fair sub- 
stitute may be had in the cloth 
mosquito net'ting, which with care 
will last a season, 

Sereen doors should be — supplied 
with springs to keep them closed. 

It is especially important to sereen 
from flies the dining-room, the kit- 
chen, the pantry, the nursery and tha 
sick room. 


These are the Places | 


When, despite all precautions, flies 
enter the house, they must be killed, 
distasteful though the task may be. 

The fly-bat is a very good weapon 
if the flies are not too numerous. 
Burning pyrethrum powder on_ the 
stove is effective ; pyramid fly-catch- 
ers are fine to catch the stray flies 
in a roam which is not frequented by 
them. Sheets of sticky fly-paper will 
capture many, but a new and suc- 
cessful way, to kill flies is to put one 
teaspoonful of formalin or  for- 
maldehyde in one-quarter pint of 
water and expose in the room. Care 
should be taken to place it beyond 
the reach of children. These are 
only a few of the methods which 
might be suggested. The important 
thing is to get rid of them at any 
cost and as quickly as possible. 

Flies hibernate through the winter, 
and jt is said to be tendays before 
the first batch of eggs is laid after 
the female fly comes out* in the 
spring, thus by killing the early flies 
you will lessen the fly population 
con:iderably, for a very conservative 
estimate of the reproduction of one 
flv is 8,000,000 in the season, while 
ons authority tells us that the 
progeny of one fly can amount’ to 
65,000,000 in forty days. So let us 
get busy and ‘‘swat the fly.’’

Railways in B,C, 


Hundred Millions to be Spent In Next 
Few Years 

Sir Richard McBride estimates the 
amount to be spent in railway con- 
struction in British Columbia during 
the next four years at $100,000,000 
and expresses the opinion that the 
expenditure will in all probability be 
Over that amount. Mention of the 
figures brings one to a realization of 
what is being done and what is con- 
templated by the different railway 
companies that aie anxious to do busi- 
ness on the Pacific seaboar’ Acitivi- 
ty is not onfined to any one road, 
but to all of the four which already 
have lines in British Columbia, name- 
ly, the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
Great Northern, The Canadian Nor- 
thern and the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
and also the Pacific Great Eastern, 
which {is reckoned practically as the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. Work hus been 
begun on the large pier of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway wh'ch 
will cost three-quarters of a. million 
dollars, and excavation {ts proceeding 
on the site of the new depot. The 
Canadian Pacific Raflway will sped 
more in British Columbia during the 
next few ycars than for many years 
past. The Great Northern will dou- 
ble track its lines between Vancouver 
and New Westminster.

LEAVE IRON CHURCH 


Anglicans at Victoria Abandon Old 
Landmark of Pioneer Days 


A notable event in the history of 
the Anglicans in the west is the pass- 
ing of the old “Iron Church” of St. 
John, at Victoria, B.C. The building 
which the congregation left for a mag- 
nificent new Church of St. John, is 
indissolubly connected with the mem- 
ory of that charitable women, the 
Bareness Burdett-Coutts. She it was 
who presented the Church, the iron 
pieces of which were brought to the 
west by Bishop George Hills, who 
travelled around the Horn and arrived 
in Victoria only to find that the Hud- 
son's Bay Company had been before 
him and had built a church on what 
is now known as Cathedral Hill, and 
which had received the dignified title 
of Cathedral. 

The bishop thereupon surrendered 
the church for parochial purposes. A 
lot was bought from the Hudson's Bay 
company for the small sum of about 
$200. Recently the same site passed 
back into the hands of the Hudson’s 
Bay Co., but this time for the slightly 
different sum of $150,000. 

The sacred edifice was consecratd 
by Bishop Hills on September 138, 1860, 
receiving the name of St. John the 
Divine. The first rector of the church 
was Rev. R. J. Dundas, who remained 
in charge from 1860 to 1865.

Moving the Sfeam Shovel| All Skin Remedies Fail |Stallions 


Boomer, Hughes & Co., the rail- 
way contractors, who have been at 
work on the C.N.R. grading north 
of the city for so long, moved their 
steam shovel and larger part of their 
outfit to Swift Current on Friday 
and Safurday last. All the heavy 
work which is usually done with the 
steam shovel, is completed, as far 
as that section north of the river‘is 
concerned, and the company have 
moved the outfit to complete a job 
at Swift Current, which will only be 
of a few week’s duration, when the 


outfit is expected to come straight 
back to Red Deer to work south of 


town. This company have received 
the contract for the first three or 
four miles south. Although the shov- 
el and cars were sent away last 
week, the men, numbering about 60 
in all, remain here for a month tq 
complete the levelling up, when they 
are likely to go to Swift Current 
for some three or four weeks and 
then return to Red Deer. 

The outfit was transported along 
the roads to the C.P.R. spur at the 
oil tank in North Red Deer by lay- 
ing down a temporary line in the 
folowing manner: A number of 
were first put on the roads, then 


‘|rails were placed upon the ties, and 


bolted together in the usual way, a 
steel clip bar being placed between 
the ties on the bottom part of the 
rails to keep them from spreading. 
One cnzine had 16 trucks and a 
spare engine, another engine having 
14 trucks. These were kept going 
quietly, and as they moved ahead, 
mn unbo'ted the rails, teams draw- 
ing them and the ties away in front 
of the rails already laid down, every 
man and every team doing a certain 
work in a uniform manner, so that 
very little time was .wasted or little 
trouble caused. The steam shovel 
itself followed the first section, but 
it had to be taken on a_ separate 
line owing to its having a wider 
gauge. 

The moving of this outfit. was a 
novelty in its way, and quite a 
number of people went over to. sce 
how it was done.

The Hon. T. W. Crothers, Minister 
of Labor, is inaugurating a new move 
for the protection of women and 
child labor in Canada, by appointing 
in the four largest cities of Canada 
state women correspondents of the 
“Labor Gazette,”’ whose duty it will 
be to keep im close touch with the 
conditions surrounding the employ- 
ment of women and children, not 
only in shops and factories, but in 
domestic service as well. 

The first four, inspectors will be ap- 
pointed in Montreal, Toronto, Win- 
nipeg and Vancouver, and if the plan 
proves successful, female representa- 
tives of the department will be ap- 


pointed in other cities of the Dom- 
inion. The appointment of a fifth 
inspector for London is being con- 


sidered at the present time. 

Among the questions which it is 
the intention to investigate, are 
actual living conditions of — certain 
classes of female employees, the ex- 
tent to which employment agencies 
exist or are abused, lodging. house 
conditions, wages, sanitation, andl 
marketing conditions.
